John M etax as, premier and dic­ 
tator of Greece for nea rly fiv e 
y ea rs, died today of a throat in­ 
fection at the ag e of 70, bequea th­ 
ing his hope of v ictory ov er Italy 
to a g ov ernm ent sw iftly reorg a n­ 
ized and dedica ted to tha t purpose. 
The strong man, ill for only 
three w eeks, reg a ined conscious­ 
ness just before he died, it wa s 
said, and, know ing tha t the end 
w a s near, addressed these words 
to

It con­ 
tained special glass lined tanks for 
fish and living qu arters for a crew 
of six and was u sed to hau l fish 
from the state hatcheries to lake.s 
and stream s throu ghou t the state. 
It fell into disu se becau se of the 
railroads 
pu tting
